to make waste of it by total destruction, but to derive 
a profit from it by extracting its salable products. 
The city of Columbus. Ohio, has a modern plant .that 


fo.r 'the first five months of its operation shows a net 
profit to the municipality of over $n,ooo. In addition 
to this public benefit it is noted that systematic work 
of collecting is bringing about a general improvement 
of sanitary conditions and raising the standard of pub- 
lic health. 


From a Columbus newspaper \vc extract the fol- 


lowing very interesting account of the operation of

half of 1911. I. P. Osborn, superintendent of the muni- 
cipal jrarbaKe plant, estimates the receipts of that de- 
partment sreater than the expense, which puts the 
department on a basis that is self-sustaining. 


For the five months ending June 1st. the total re- 


ceipts for products BOlil hy the disposal plant amounted 
to 
$23,771.9!), while the expenses during the same 


time, for operating, were only 
$12,526.53, leaving a 


profit for the city for the first five months of the year 
ot $11,243.16. 


The total value recovered from each ton of garbage 


hauled to the plant was $4.17, which, after deducting 
the-cost of hauling and of reducing It to by-products 
that could be sold, le.ft a profit of ?1.!>7 fi ton. 


The total appropriation asked for the next six months 


is only $19,600, while the receipts from the department 
are estimated at 520,000. 


In making thn plant one of profit for tile city, Co- 


lumbus'is taking the lead over other cities of the 
country, and few of them can show the record madn 
here. Atlanta, Ga., is now considering the erection oE 
a plant to dispose of thoir garbage after it is reduced 
to by-products that would be saleable, and the press of 
that city recently carried a long article on the Colum- 
bus plant. 
A delegation from that city is expected 


here shortly to go over the local institution, which 
they plan to copy in every way. 


Supt. Osborn has greatly systematized the work of 


gathering up the garbage, and as a. result of his work 
considerable progress has been made in the matter of 
getting rid of the flies. There has been less sickness 
that could be attributed to sour garbage, etc.. this 


"V-ySar. than in any other year for a long time, and the 


health authorities are of the opinion that in the future 
this ratio will be even smaller. 


The garbage that is hauled^ to the plant is reduced 


and buyers have been found who will take the entire

-'•Columbus very evidently can teach Fort Wayne 
something worth knowing about the disposal of gar- 
bage. It is a nearby point and'the council committee 
ajrd the board of works should include Columbus in 
their ' forthcoming investigation. 
Columbus has a 


population of 180.000—a little more than twice the 
population of Fort Wayne. The volume of garbage 
in Fort Wayne should hardly yield so large a profit, 
b'ut the results in Columbus seem to indicate that a 
similar system of collection and reduction in this city 
would more than pay its way. 


Now that the municipal government is going to deal 


with the garbage problem it ought to deal with it in 
an enlightened, practical and economical way—in such 
a-way as Columbus has dealt with it.

Some rather unwelcome facts are brought to view 


bv recent, statistics from New York state. 
During tlie 


month of March of the present year, there were alto- 
gether 18,693 births in an estimated population 01 9,- 
273,954. 
During the same period there were 14,-41 


deaths. 
It should be added, however, that during the 


month ot March of this year, New York had the highest 
death rate that il has had in a long time. 
The number 


of deaths for the month has never before been approxi- 
mated in any month except March, 1904 and 1910, and 
even then not exceeded or even equaled. Of the births, 
11643 occurred in New York city, while there were 
only 8,353 deaths. 
In second-class cities from 
sO.OOU 


to 175 000 inhabitants there were 1.104 births and only 
847 deaths. 
In third-class cities down to 10.000 inhab- 


itants there were 1.39S births and 1.237 deaths. 
As 


population becomes scantier, births and deaths approxi- 
mate in number until in third-class cities (those under 
10000) the births and deaths are exactly equal, forty- 
five each. 
In the country places away from cities, .how- 


ever there were 3,745 deaths and only 3,275 births. 
The reason for the'more favorable balance of births and. 
deaths in the cities is doubtless that, the young people 
are moving into the cities rapidly, leaving the sterile 
older population in the country. 
Even taking into 


account this factor, however, it would appear that the 
number of births varies directly with the proportion of 
the foreign population. 
In New York city, where the 


foreign-born population is most numerous, the births 
exceeded the deaths by 4.617. 
In the other cities ot the 


state the excess of births over deaths was only 013 for 
an estimated population of about a million and a half. 
In the country, however, where the. native population 
is tho largest and where there are the greatest oppor- 
tunities for healthful living, in an estimated population 
of no.irly 2.oO".000 there were actually 470 more deaths 
than births. 
Oiilside of New York city, in a popula-: 


tion of about 4.oOO,000 there was a net loss of more 
than 150 in population during the month. 
While, of; 


course, it. would be rash to draw sweeping conclusions; 
from the figures for a single month, these statistics' 
certainly invite study of the problem thereby presented. ! 
The birth ra.\p. of course, must 1)P. studied over an I 
extensive field and a considerable period of time, and 
in connection with many other factors, some of which I 
cannot be found in statistical tables.

Rushing through the dark at seventy 


miles an hour to make up a lost hour 
in its schedule the Federal Express, of 
the New Tork, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad, from Washington to Bos- 
ton, was derailed from the viaduct, at 
Bridgeport.
